Calling all Hamptons pet owners: Breathe a sigh 
of relief, your pets are about to get emergency care 
closer to home than ever before. 

Dr. Cindy Bressler will be opening the WAVE Cen- 
ter for Veterinary Emergencies — the Hamptons’ 
first ever all-night veterinary emergency hospital — 


in Wainscott, with Phase 1 starting on June 23. Dur- 


ing Phase One, the hospital will be open Thursday 
through Sunday from 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. As the summer 
progresses, the hospital will eae its hours to a 
full week. : 

' “In all the years I have been a house-call vet here 
in the Hamptons, we have had to transport. pets in 
dire situations at night to the closest emergency hos- 
pitals an hour or two away for full-scale treatment, 
and very often pets don’t make it in time,” said Dr. 
Bressler. 

Dr. Bressler has provided. on-call availability and 
emergency veterinary care for Hamptons pet Own- 
ers for almost twenty years. She’s seen firsthand 
how not having access to care dramatically changes 
whether or not a pet lives or dies. 

“In busy summer seasons, the lack of a local emer- 
gency hospital was often tragic and eliminating the 
need for patient transfers could have changed the 
entire story,” said Dr. Bressler, “Many more lives can 
be saved now.” 

_ The hospital will be staffed with ICU nurses and 
emergency doctors. Phase One kicks off later this 


month with a limited schedule to ensure the team

can evolve to the needs and care of the community. 
Phase Two will consist of the hospital expanding its 


- hours to accommodate more emergencies. 


Another reason to celebrate this new veterinary 
hospital is with more doctors, the waiting time for 
pets to be seen can be shortened in a time when 
more Americans own pets than ever before. 

According to a survey done by The American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(ASPCA), almost one in five households in America 


acquired a dog or cat since the beginning of the CO- _ 


VID-19 pandemic. With more pets, veterinary hos- 
pitals have higher intakes than ever before, leading 
to waiting lists. 

A press release sent by Dr. Bressler and her team 
stated that during the. summer of 2021, booking an 
emergency appointment for a pet held the possibil- 
ity of a three-week waiting period. Sometimes pets 
don’t have that kind of wait time. Dr. Bressler and 
her team hope to shorten the waiting period wa the 
opening of the new hospital. 

“The Hamptons are known to offer a vicalth of 
amenities,” said Dr. Bressler, “but in an era of pet 
abundance fueled by Covid, our residents and visi- 
tors can’t go another summer without an sig eek 
emergency night vet hospital.” 

The WAVE Center for Veterinary Emergencies will 
be located at 340 Montauk Highway in Wainscott,.

ties said. 

In the Northampton case, 
Southampton Town Police officers 
and firefighters responded to a re- 
port of a blaze on Wildwood Trail 
but were unable to enter the fully 
engulfed structure at 12:44 a.m. 
on June 14, police said. 

After the Riverhead Fire De- 
partment extinguished the flames, 
a body was found in the home, 
police said. The body was taken 
to the Suffolk County Medical Ex- 
aminer’s Office for confirmation of 
identification. 

That fire came after a house fire 
on Fair Hills Lane in Bridgehamp- 
ton reported at 10:20 p.m. on June 
10 resulted in one house being gut- 
ted, a neighboring home was se- 
verely damaged, a third home was 
moderately damaged and a fourth 
had minor damage, police said. 
There were no reported injuries in 
the first fire. 

The cause of both fires is under 
investigation. The Northampton 
fire was ruled non-criminal. - 

The Northampton fire occurred 
within hours of another fatal 
house fire in West Babylon that left 
a 71-year-old woman dead and her 
daughter injured.

Man Convicted of 
Murder in Friendly- — 
Fire Shooting of NYPD 
Det. Brian Simonsen of 
Calverton

A Jamaica man 
was found guilty 
of murder in the, 
friendly-fire death 
of Calverton resi- 
dent NYPD Detec- 
tive Brian Simon- 
sen in February 
2019. 

Jagger Free- 
man, 28, at trial 
Monday, June 13, 
was convicted of 
murder, robbery,  grian siMONSEN 
assault and other 
crimes for his role 
in a_ cellphone 
store robbery that resulted in the death of Simonsen. A 
second NYPD officer was also wounded when uniformed 
police responded to the scene and multiple rounds were 
fired. ‘ 

A jury rendered its verdict after five days of deliberation. 
Freeman’s co-defendant, Christopher Ransom, pleaded 
guilty in October to aggravated manslaughter and robbery 
and is currently serving 33 years in prison. 

-According to court records, on the night of Feb. 12, 2019, 
Ransom and Freeman arrived at the T-Mobile store on 
120th Street in Richmond Hill. Ransom entered the store 
brandishing a black pistol and ordered two employees to 


surrender cash and merchandise from the back room of 
the store. Ransom was still inside the store when police 
from the 102nd Precinct in Richmond Hill arrived at the 
scene. Ransom pointed his gun, which appeared real, at 
the police, who fired their weapons in response. 

An NYPD investigation found that seven of the officers 
fired 42 shots from both sides of the store. Simonsen, a 
19-year veteran of the NYPD, who spent his-entire career 
at the 102nd Precinct, was struck in the chest and died 
while he was transported in an unmarked car to Jamaica 
Hospital Medical Center. Simonsen had been representing 
his precinct’s rank-and-file during a union meeting on the 
day he was killed. Then-Mayor Bill de Blasio later said the 
detective could have “called it a day” and gone home, but 
he rushed to the T-Mobile store when the call came in. 

A second officer, Sergeant Matthew Gorman was seri- 
ously injured with a bullet wound to his left leg and Ran- 
som was struck eight times in the crossfire. 

Freeman did not fire a shot that night, but under New 
York’s felony murder statute, he was held responsible for 
causing Simonsen’s death while committing a felony. 

“The law is clear, if you commit a violent crime that re- 
sults in the death of a police officer or someone in the public 
they protect, it s murder,” NYPD Commissioner Keechant 
Sewell said. “The jury followed the evidence presented and 
delivered justice for our New York City hero. We are grate- 
ful for their service and the work of the prosecutors.” 

Queens Supreme Court Justice Kenneth Holder, who 
presided at the trial, set sentencing for June 30. At that 
time, Freeman faces up to 25 years to life in prison. 

“Jagger Freeman set out to commit a violent robbery in 
February 2019,” Detectives Endowment Association Presi- 
dent Paul DiGiacomo said. “If not for his and Christopher 
Ransom’s actions, Detective Brian Simonsen would be 
alive today. They planned together, went to the scene of 
the crime together, and now, together, will be behind bars 
where they belong. We said we wouldn’t rest until there 
was justice for Brian, our union delegate and hero. In the 


‘courtroom and forever, we stand with his family” 


The June 13 conviction included robbery in the second 
degree and grand larceny in the third degree related to 
Freeman's participation in a separate cellphone store rob- 
bery on Feb. 8, 2019.

Arrest Made in Case of 
Riverhead Teen Found 
Dead Behind Home

A teenager was arrested June 10 for allegedly killing a 
Riverhead boy more than two years after the victim’s skel- 
etal remains were found, Suffolk County police said. 

John Mann Jr., 19, of Centereach, was charged with 
second-degree murder for the death of Henry Hernandez, 
then 16, of Riverhead, police said. He pleaded not guilty 
June 16 in Suffolk County court. 

“This was a horrific and brutal crime committed for no 
rational reason but what is just as disturbing is that the 
defendant was 16 years-old when he allegedly committed 


this callous act,” said Suffolk County District Attorney 
Raymond Tierney. 

Homicide Squad detectives said a 911 caller reported 
finding the victim’s remains behind the suspect’s neigh- 
bor’s home on March 15, 2020. The boy’s hands, feet and 
mouth were bound with duct tape and is believed to be 
dead for one year prior to the discovery, according to in- 
vestigators. He was identified via DNA evidence. 

Prosecutors said the victim and the suspect were hospi- 
talized together a year before the murder. When Hernan- 
dez was released, he went to Mann’s home and stole the 
suspect’s father’s truck, authorities said. 

Mann later lured Hernandez to a location nicknamed 
the “Sand Pit,” where he tied the victim up, beat him witha 
blunt object and buried him in a hole covered with debris, 
prosecutors said. The body was later moved to his neigh- 
bor’s house, where it was discovered. 

Mann is due back in court on July 13. He faces up to 
25 years in prison, if convicted. His attorney could not be 
reached.

his past April, a new historic’ 


marker was unveiled in Bridge- 
hampton to celebrate the career of 
Carl Yastrzemski, the son of a local 
potato farmer. 

The marker reads, “Carl Yastr- 
zemski. One of the greatest baseball 
players of all time. A 1957 graduate 
of Bridgehampton High School. Base- 
ball Hall of Fame inductee 1989. Suf- 
folk Sports Hall of Fame 2022.” 

It was unveiled adjacent to the 
new baseball field that opened this 
spring in back of the newly renovated 
Bridgehampton school. Yastrzemski, 
who now lives in Maine, did not at- 
tend the unveiling, but sent a letter to 
the hundred or so attendees, express- 
ing his appreciation. 

Yastrzemski played his entire 23- 
year career with the Boston Red Sox 
and was the star left fielder for the 
team when they played in the World 
Series in 1967. That year, he also won 
the American League Triple Crown, a 
remarkable achievement. He led the 
league in most home runs, most runs 
batted in, and overall batting average 


all at the same time. The feat was not 


duplicated until 2012, nearly half a 
century later, when the Detroit Tigers’ 
Miguel Cabrera did it. 

The unveiling of the historic marker 
preceded the first official high school 
baseball game played by Bridgehamp- 
ton High School in 43 years. Although 
Yastrzemski starred on a team back 
in his high school days, the school for 
a long time afterwards was unable to 
field a team. Now, this year, they have. 
And this spring, playing alongside 
Yaz’s marker, they beat Shelter Island 
High School 6-0. 

Interestingly, this year, one of Yaz’s 
grandsons has become the star center 
fielder for the San Francisco Giants. 
Born and bred in Andover, Mass., 
Mike Yastrzemski is currently batting 
around 300 and leads his team with 
the highest on-base percentage. 

At the present time, both the New 
York Yankees and the New York Mets 
lead their respective leagues with

win-loss records that are stunning. 
The Yankees have a record of 44 wins 
and 16 losses. The Mets are 40 and 
22. It seems possible that the end 
result might be a Sab) Series in 
October. 

The Yankees success is explainable 
because they have a huge, powerful 
lineup headed by Aaron Judge that 
hits lots and lots of home runs. It has 


been purchased at great expense. The’ 


Yankees spend more money on 
players than any other team 
in baseball. 

The Mets, on the other 
hand, are a surprise. For 
years they have been 
among the worst teams in 
baseball. Forty-two years 
ago, the Wilpon family bought 
the team and it was thought that with 
their wealth they could make good 
things happen. However, in 2009, 
the family lost most of its fortune by 
investing it with stockbroker con man 
Bernie Madoff. Although funds were 
low, they liked owning the team and 
kept at it with mostly miserable re- 
sults for the remainder of their time, 
only selling the team to Wall Street 
billionaire Steven Cohen in 2020. 

Cohen, in these two short years, 
has done a sensational job. I think the 
tone of his ownership was set early on

when he learned that the Wilpons had 
years earlier signed up Bobby Bonilla, 
a baseball player, for tens of millions 
of dollars, who then underperformed.

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Primary Hits Primetime: 
East End Congressman Among 
Gubernatorial Contenders

arly voting starts June 18 in the Democratic and 

Republican primaries that will decide which 
gubernatorial candidates — the congressman repre- 
senting the East End among-them — will be on bal- 
lots on Election Day. 

U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), the GOP nomi- 
nee in the race for the governorship, is facing three 
challengers: former Westchester County Executive 
Rob Astorino, former aide to ex-President Donald 
Trump Andrew Giuliani and businessman Harry 
Wilson. Zeldin. is trying to unseat Gov. Kathy Ho- 
chul, a Democrat being primaried by U.S. Rep. Tom 
Suozzi (D-Glen Cove) and New York City Public Ad- 
vocate Jumaane Williams. 

Early voting runs 10 days, through to June 26 with 
one day off before the June 28 primary election. 
Learn more about the candidates below. 

ROB ASTORINO 

Astorino, a former radio industry professional and 
two-term Westchester County executive from 2010 
to 2017, is running for governor for a second time. 
He’s promised to release an agenda to address New 
York’s steep job loss stemming from the COVID-19 
pandemic, as well as address government corrup- 
tion and the state’s high taxes and cost of living. 

During the first televised GOP debate on June 13, 
each candidate was asked whether they thought for- 
mer President Donald Trump should run for presi- 
dent again, and what they thought of the ongoing 
Congressional hearings into the assault on the U.S. 


Capitol on Jan. 6, 2021. Astorino said Trump “bears 
some responsibility” in the insurrection but said it’s 
time for the country to move on. 

In a-separate interview with Dan’s Papers sister 
publication PoliticsNY, he said he would work across 
the aisle with Democrats to achieve policy and bud- 
get goals, if elected. 

“I have a long history of working with Democrats 
of good will to move an agenda forward,” he told 
PoliticsNY. “I led Westchester County for eight years 
as a genuine fiscal conservative while Democrats 
controlled the county legislature with significant 


majorities. I found there were many areas in which - 


we could agree, and eventually formed a working 
bipartisan majority in the Legislature that helped 
transform Westchester.” 

ANDREW GIULIANI 

The son of former New York City Mayor Rudolph 
Giuliani debated from a separate television studio 
than the other candidates because he was barred 
from being on the same stage after refusing to sub- 
mit proof he’s been vaccinated against COVID-19. 

Giuliani said if elected, he will restore the jobs 
of public workers fired for not getting the vaccine. 
He pledged to empower the police and called for a 
return of the “stop-and-frisk” policing tactic in New 
York City, which was scaled back by police after a 
judge found it had violated the civil rights of many 
law-abiding Black people. He also praised Trump as 
a “great president” and pledged to do for New York 
what Trump did for the country. 

He separately said if he were elected, he’d sue to 


get his agenda through Democratic opposition. 

“I intend to use the leverage afforded to me under 
the New York State Constitution and through the 
courts — as decided by Silver v. Pataki and Pataki 
v. Assembly — to produce the largest budget reduc- 
tion in the history of the state of New York,” he told 
PoliticsNY. “New York’s budget, at $220 billion, is. 
more than double that of Florida’s $97 billion, de- 
spite having roughly the same population. We owe 
it to New Yorkers to put an end to wasteful govern- 
ment spending.” 

KATHY HOCHUL 

Hochul is asking voters to keep her on as New York 
State’s first woman governor — a job she got when 
her predecessor Andrew Cuomo sich amid sex- 
ual harassment allegations. 

During her first Democratic debate on June 7, 
she defended her decision to spend $850 million of 
taxpayer money on a new stadium for the Buffalo 
Bills, arguing the stadium deal will create jobs and 
economically benefit New York. She also said her 
positions on guns had evolved in the 10 years since 
she got a favorable rating from the NRA while run- 
ning for reelection in a Republican-heavy New York 
district. 

“That was a decade ago. Judge me by what I’ve 
done because a lot of people have evolved since I 
took that position,” she said. “You know what we 
need? More people to evolve.” 

Hochul is considered the funteharies in the race; 
not only because she can claim incumbency but also 
because she has dominated campaign fundraising 
and has stacked up endorsements, including the 
backing of the state Democratic party. 

The Buffalo native recently signed into law new 
gun reforms since the recent supermarket massacre 
claimed 10 lives as well as women’s rights laws after 
the recent leak of a U.S. Supreme Court draft opin- 
ion suggested Roe v. Wade guaranteeing the right to 
an abortion may soon be overturned. 

TOM SUOZZI 

Suozzi, the former Nassau County executive who 
unsuccessfully ran for governor in 2006, positions 
himself as the “common-sense Democrat” of the 
race. The incumbent Hochul is a centrist Democrat 
while Williams is a progressive. 

During the debate, Suozzi was questioned about 


an ongoing U.S. House Ethics committee investiga- _ 


tion over his failure to file reports on some of his 
stock transactions as required under federal law. He 
described it’ as “a paperwork error” that has been 
corrected, adding that it was nothing compared to 
Hochul’s handpieked lieutenant governor, Brian 
Benjamin, being arrested on federal corruption 


‘charges in April. Hochul, surprised by the arrest, re- 


placed him with former U.S. Rep. Antonio Delgado. 

One of the overarching storylines of the guber- 
natorial primaries is crime throughout the state, 
and how the prospective governor would handle it. 
Suozzi's detailed 15-page “crime intervention and 
prevention” plan is a mixture of law and order in the 
now, and preventive steps to address systemic ineq- 
uities and social determinants affecting crime. 

“People are leaving because they can’t afford it, 
because they don’t feel safe and this is an important 
election because New Yorkers are sick of extremism 
and arguing on both sides, sick of corruption in Al- 
bany and they want people to deliver,” he told Bronx — 
residents during a recent campaign stop. “I can de- 
liver.”

His running mate is New York City Councilwoman 
Diana Reyna.. 

HARRY WILSON 

Wilson, who has previously run for state comp- 
troller, had the sharpest exchanges with Zeldin dur- 
ing the GOP debate. 

He dismissed Zeldin as a “failed politician,” and 
claimed that in January, Zeldin had asked him to be 
his running mate — a claim denied by Zeldin, who 
repeatedly assailed Wilson as a “Never Trumper” 
and a “Republican in name only.” 

Wilson, of Johnstown, entered the race this spring 
by launching a $12 million television advertise- 
ment campaign. He’s worked for Goldman Sachs 
and founded a White Plains advisory firm, and also 
served as a U.S. Treasury Department advisor under 
former President Barack Obama. 

He touted his business acumen in an interview 
with PoliticsNY. 

“We will rebuild the entire budget from the ground 


up, as I have done in company after company, focus- ° 


ing on serving the core needs of New Yorkers far bet- 
ter than we do today, while cutting waste and inef- 
fective programs,” he told PoliticsNY. 

Days before the debate, Wilson filed a lawsuit 
against Zeldin alleging campaign finance violations 
by sidestepping campaign donation limits, which the 
congressman also denies. 

“Lee Zeldin’s flailing campaign is so mismanaged 
it is out of primary cash and now breaking the law in 
a desperate bid to stay afloat,” Wilson said. 


JUMAANE WILLIAMS 

Williams is the only Democratic primary candi- 
date who will remain on the ballot on a third-party 
line regardless of how the June election turns out. 

He has built a reputation as one of the city’s most 
progressive elected officials, which earned him the 
Working Families Party nomination. In 2018 he 
mounted a strong challenge against Hochul in the 
lieutenant governor’s race. 

The former city councilman said during the de- 
bate that he had been working to stop gun violence 


10 years ago and said he wished Hochul had been. 


supportive then. - 

“We are 10 years behind because people in Con- 
gress were doing the bidding of the NRA,” he said. 

Williams and Suozzi participated in a debate last 
week in which they criticized Hochul for not partici- 
pating. Her campaign said she was instead focused 
on the end of the legislative session. 

“There is a movement building in New York,” he 
told reporters upon winning his nomination in Feb- 
ruary. “A courageous progressive movement that 
challenges the powerful — and helps restore that 
power to the people. A movement I’m proud to be 
a part of. Because without courageous progressive 
leadership, the way things have always been will 
stand in the way of what they can be.” 

His running mate is Ana Maria Archila, an advo- 
cate who co-founded Make The Road New York. 

LEE ZELDIN 

Zeldin is the only Republican in the race who 
would also still appear on November ballots if he 


doesn’t win the primary. He is also running on the 
Conservative Party line. 

During the debate, the Trump ally and an Army 
veteran who has represented New York’s ist Con- 
gressional District since 2015, touted his support 
from the National Rifle Association and said he 
wanted to repeal a 2013 state gun control law that 
broadened the definition of assault weapons and re- 
quired universal background checks. 

When asked if New York should ban guns from 
specific public places in case the Supreme Court 
overturns the state’s concealed carry restrictions, 
Zeldin said: “Gun-free zones don’t work. They actu- 
ally become a target.” 

In.a PoliticsNY interview, he remained hopeful 
that Republicans can win enough state Senate seats 
to take back that chamber. 

“It’s possible that with a very good night the State 
Senate will actually flip from Democrat to Republi- 
can,” Zeldin told PoliticsNY. A former state lawmak- 
er himself, he said he’d reach across the aisle to find 
common ground needed to get work done. 

“Tl work with any member of the state Legislature 
willing to assist the cause,” he said. “I will use the 
budget process, home rule messages, and many oth- 
er points of leverage to affect the positive outcomes 
New Yorkers are demanding.” 

His running mate is Allison Esposito, an NYPD 
deputy inspector who is the state’s first openly gay 
candidate for lieutenant governor.

Sold in Record-Setting Deal

n East Hampton building has been sold for $28 
illion in what is being called the largest sale 
within any village business district on the East End. 
Hal Zwick and Jeff Sztorc of Compass Commercial 
represented the buyer and the seller of 66 Newtown 
Lane in the off-market deal that closed on June 1. 

Zwick called it “one of the best-maintained prop- 
erties on the East End.” 

Babette’s had long been considered its anchor. A 
favorite with Paul McCartney, Steven Spielberg and 
even President Bill Clinton, who always stopped in 
when he was in town, the restaurant closed in Octo- 
ber of 2021. 

Sant Ambroeus, an Italian eatery and coffee bar 
located with locations in Southampton Village, New 
York City and Palm Beach, will be opening in Ba- 
bette’s former location soon. 

The 20,000 square feet of space is spread over two 
floors. It holds nine retailers on the ground level and 
12 office suites on the second floor. The 1.126-acre 
property also boasts a dedicated parking lot in the 
rear, a rarity for the village commercial property. 

“The building was not on the market for sale,” 
says Zwick. “The buyer asked me to approach the

largest sale was 63 Main Street, a retail storefront, 
that sold for $12.3 million in 2007. Last year, 
Zwick and Sztorc also sold the two-story 
building at 51 Newtown Lane, with en- 
trances from both Newtown Lane and 
Reutershan’s parking lot, for $11.5 
million, the highest commercial sale 
in the village in recent years. 
The deal will likely top the list for 
the most expensive commercial real 
estate trade on the East End in 2022. 
In 2021, the biggest commercial real es- 
tate deal on the East End was the purchase of the 
Van de Wetering Greenhouses in Jamesport by a 
cannabis-growing company Columbia Care. While 
the deal for the 34-acre facility was worth a report- 
ed $42 million, the purchase of 5784 Sound Av- 
enue is being completed in phases. When the first 
phase finally came through deeds, it was valued at 
$30 million. :

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Arden Scott Shares Her Art & Life with — 
Pair of Greenport Harbor Brewing Shows

rtist Arden Scott is celebrated a culmination of 
rt and East End living at Greenport Harbor 
Brewing Company with two openings last week. 

Totems and Transforms, a pair of exhibitions 
featuring Scott’s recent drawings and sculptures, 
is now on view at both of Greenport Harbor Brew- 
ing Company’s locations, in Greenport and Pecon- 
ic, through August. 

On Friday, June 10, GHBC hosted an opening 
reception for Scott’s new drawings and works on 
paper at 234 Carpenter Street in Greenport, fol- 
lowed by the unveiling of her series of steel Ice Boat 
sculptures and vertical “Totems” on Sunday, June 
12 in the open field at the brewery’s Peconic loca- 
tion, 42155 Main Road. 


Arden Scott — A Life in Art & Sailing 

Scott’s artistic drive began in New York City 
where she would spend time with her mother ex- 
ploring museums and exhibits. As an amateur 
painter, her mother influenced Scott by constantly 
modeling creativity. Scott caught on quickly, and 
began making art of her own. 

“My mother said I was drawing before I could 
talk,” Scott says. 

As she grew older, Scott, now 84, became accus- 
tomed to experimentation in art, trying new things 
in her high school classes while being encouraged 
by her teachers to continue this exploration of her 
craft. 

Specifically her art teacher, who Scott described 
as “fresh out of college,” pushed Scott and her col- 
leagues to explore, bringing them to NYC’s 8th 
Street galleries in the thick of the 8th Street Ab- 
stract Expressionist movement. 

Pulling inspiration from Jackson Pollock’s drip 
paintings, Scott recalls when she and her class- 
mates tried similar projects of their own, attempt- 


ing to drip paint from a rooftop onto a parking lot- 


level paper, and splashing a lunch lady with a truck 
full of cabbage. 

As a former teacher herself, Scott recognized 
that her mentors focused not only on her talent, but 
also her passion in these stages of education. 

“The passion has to be there, and often its ex- 
pression might ‘not look that talented, but eventu- 
ally, you know, it comes out, it comes up,” Scott 
says. 

Scott continued her education at the University 
of Wisconsin where there was no art department, 
but rather an art education field of study. She ap- 
preciated the fact that she was not being taught 
how to make art and instead could continue ex- 
ploring. Plus, being so far from her home base, the 
school revealed a plethora of new inspiration. 

“It was actually a blessing because I got to find 
out that there’s a whole world out there besides 8th 
Street galleries in New York, and that’s informed 
my work ever since,” Scott says. 

Another major component of Scott’s life inform-

ing her work is her passion for sailing. The artist 
has been addicted to the sport since she tried it 
as young girl in summer camp. During her college 
years, she sailed on lakes with a sailing club, even 
during freezing winter temperatures, sailing to 
class on stern steerer ice boats. 

Following college, Scott returned to New York 


‘where she and her husband Keith helped a friend © 


charter a fiberglass boat and spent every other 
summer sailing with her family on patched-up 


wooden boats. She felt this made all the difference 
in her family’s lifestyle, being that they were never 
too sure what they were iis and instead learned 
along the way. - 

“At that time, diene just weren’t that many people 
on the water, so here, this family comes in, and in 
this old, good schooner with four kids and two 
dogs,” Scott says. “It was a great time.” 

Her time on the water and maintaining her boat 
left her with little time or wherewithal for making 
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art. Scott sold her last boat due to her need for a 
studio, but then decided to build her own boat after’ 
a man approached her and proposed the idea. 

Scott’s father’s influence came into play, since he 
had raised her to be knowledgeable in fixing plumb- 
ing, doing basic wiring and handling repairs. 

“He had a wonderful workbench in our basement 
and J just grew up with tools in my hands, so to 
speak,” Scott says. 

She called her boat construction an “abstraction” 
and a “sheer act of lunacy,” but the project also 
excited Scott and her physicist and mathemati- 
cian husband, who seemed to view it as functional 
PO eae : 

Later, as a humble recipient of the Guggenheim 
grant, Scott used the funds to build a studio where 
she could work on this major undertaking for the 
next eight spring and summer seasons. Years into 
the boat-building process, Scott recalls asking her- 
self what in the world she had taken on. 

“If anybody asked me about the boat, basically - 
it was eight years and blind determination,” Scott 
says. : 

This knowledge and love for art was something 
that Scott passed on through teaching students 
consistently at the Parsons School of Design and at 
various other gigs. 

Being that Scott taught in the first year of the 
Parsons program, she had the opportunity to make 
the lessons her own and share her passion for art 
without immense structure or curriculum. She at- 
tempted to teach things that couldn’t be found in 
a book or, in the current day and age, on YouTube. 

“That is just ‘knowhow,’ that isn’t the greater 
mystery of the whole thing,” Scott says. 

. And teaching wasn’t the only activity Scott did 
outside of making art. She also raised four children

while taking on jobs as a plumber, and learning new 
skills such as welding and playing the bagpipes. 

Throughout the course of Scott’s life, however, 
art has always been at the core of her being. In 
creating her many sculptures, drawings and other 
works, Scott always found it to be.an organic effort. 
While many of her pieces resemble boats, Scott has 
very little introspection for her process. 

-“(I) just go with what’s happening right now be- 


cause I’m excited about it — don’t worry about why 
I made a left turn at Albuquerque, as Bugs Bunny 
says — that would inhibit the adventure that I’m 
looking at now,” Scott says. 


Arden Scott: Two Shows on View 

In her current pair of connected exhibitions, To- 
tems and Transforms, visitors can enjoy her satu- 
rated, highly geometric charcoal drawings on dis- 
play in Greenport, where materiality comes to the 
forefront through the physicality of making them, 
visual thinking and Scott’s depiction of the heft of 
steel via abstract shapes. 

In Peconic, Scott’s minimalistic yet abstract 
Ice Boat sculptures can be seen as representative 
of the ships once seen in the harbors of the East 
End or the sailboats (water or ice) that were such 
a big part of her life. These floor-standing works 
are constructed from raw steel and materials sal- 
vaged locally and donated by close friends and 
family. 

Ann Vandenburgh, co-owner and gallerist at 
the Greenport Harbor Brewing Company, became 
interested in Scott’s work through various exhibi- 
tions, and by forming a relationship based on the 
artist’s close proximity to, and continued support 
of the brewery. 

Because it’s on view at a brewery, the art is ac- 
companied by live music (at times) and “excellent 
beer,” Scott says. However, above all else, this ex- 
hibition and celebration of her work showcases the 
award-winning local’s dedication to her craft. 

“Put it this way, I don’t think I’ve ever had a dull 
moment, I’ve never felt bored; My life, there’s al- 
ways been something,” Scott says. “Essentially, it’s 
been centered around making art.”

Here, Lucore share his 

thoughts on this summer’s shows, the art he’s creat- 

ing and the joy of working with artists to display their 
work.

What makes Haim Mizrahi’s Double Stroke 
Roll show a fitting way to kick off summer 
2022 at The Lucore Art? 

It’s as if I said to Haim, “Drum roll, please!” What 
better way before a big reveal than a drum roll? It’s 
perfect really! The Lucore Art is committed to show- 
ing both established and emerging local artists, and 
Haim really stood out to me as an established artist 
with deep roots in his community. Haim has fostered 
a wide array of ways to connect with his community, 
whether it be through his radio show “Hello Hello” on 
LTV, curating art shows, his own art, his music, his 
businesses or his family. 

In the first discussion I had with Haim about his art, 
he described to me the process of fixing a problem in 
one of his paintings on the drums with music. This re- 
ally stood out to me, as it showed Haim’s understand- 
ing of the interconnectivity of all the different parts of 
our lives. Haim’s work appears to me as both an explo- 
sion of activity and a carefully considered layering of 
order and disorder. I find this duality very powerful. 


Tell us about the following exhibition, 
Summer Dreams. — 

Summer Dreams is a show of the wild and won- 
derful imagination of Montauk local surrealist Lori 
Campbell. Lori has sharpened her skills to the point 
where she truly has the freedom to bring her ideas to 
life. Lori recently had a pop-up show of small works 
in the East Hampton Gardens, and walking through

it was like stepping into a fantasy and going searching 


* for the magical creatures of the garden. Lori's paint- 


ings bring plants, flowers, sweaters and chairs to life 
and presents them like never before. The show here at 
The Lucore Art will be an opportunity for Lori to bring 
out some of her larger canvases and for visitors of the 
gallery to venture into a whole new land of “summer 
dreams.” Summer Dreams will run from June 23 
through July 14, and the opening a will be 
Saturday, June 25 from 4-7 p.m. 


What other exhibitions does The Lucore Art 
have planned for the summer and 2022? 

The Lucore Art will have a new show every three 
weeks all the way through December. After Lori 
Campbell’s show, I will take one week to hang up some 
of my own work and really dive in, using the gallery as 
a studio and paint big! Then from July 20 through Au- 
gust 10, I will welcome photographer James Katsipis, 
born and raised right here in Montauk, to help bring 


the town’s natural beauty to light. Following that, . 


East Hampton artist Anne Raymond and I will debut 
new works in late August. The Wednesday Group, a 
wonderful group that all go out and paint local scenes 
plein air will have the floor in September. John Tuttle 
and Sophia Louise Smith will usher in the fall with 
impressionistic scenes, and the Montauk Artist As- 
sociation will cap off the year with a holiday group 
show. Stay tuned to The Lucore Art Gallery Instagram 
@TheLucoreArt for updates and exact show dates. 


What series of your own work can be found 
at the gallery now and in the coming weeks? 

My work is ever evolving with my time here at The 
Lucore Art, but presently it is splitting into two sepa- 
rate series. The dividing line between the two series is 
mostly the technique used to create them. One series 
involves the inclusion of pieces made separately with 
liquid acrylic and introduced to the composition in 
a separate process once the paint has dried. I some- 


times refer to this series as my “circles” although I am_ 
branching out to include more freeform shapes. My

other series involves hard-edge, nonobjective, geo- 
metric abstractions created with layers of acrylic me- 
dium and brushwork to impart heavy impasto. Work- 


_ ing in these two separate processes keeps me engaged 


as they each take a different type of focus, and when I 

grow exhausted from one I can flip to the other. In the. 
coming weeks, I expect that I will try to apply a greater 

degree of color sensitivity when executing these tech- 

niques and perhaps even try to start to blur the lines 

between them. 


Looking back on the last year, what has 
been the most exciting or rewarding aspect of 
opening your Montauk gallery? 

For me, as curator of the shows, the most rewarding 


aspect has been bringing the artists back in to see the 


full show on display. Generally, I’m asking my artist to 
put a lot of trust in me. They bring me all of their ba- 
bies and pieces of their soul and drop everything off, 
and my job is to take it and bring it into the light for 
everyone to see. Display it and display it right. Hang- 
ing a painting is more than just wall, hammer, nail. 
There is an art to displaying art: Their work and my 
gallery should work together as one big composition. 

When the artist comes in and says, “Wow, my art nev- 
er looked so good,” that really means something to me. 


Is there anything else you'd like to add? 

I just want to thank the community for the support 
that everyone has shown my gallery since I opened. 
My dream for this gallery is for it to be a fun commu- 
nity spot and a destination for people visiting Mon- 
tauk. It has been inspiring to see the community and 
the artists of the East End rally behind me to make my 
dream a reality. Art is an essential part of our lives and 
wouldn't be possible without the collectors who curate

dam M. Miller has 
established his firm 
as a preeminent 


real estate and land 
planning practice in the 
Hamptons. This spring, 
Denise R. Schoen joined 
him as a partner, bringing her 25 years 
of expertise in complex land use, zoning 
matters and real estate transactions to the 
15-year-old firm. 

Since 2007, Miller has acted as counsel 
on more than $4.5 billion in real estate 
transactions on the East End, representing 
and advising clients in acquisitions, 
planning, zoning, financing, sales and 
leasing of residential and commercial 
properties.

It was her medical expertise that led her 
to volunteer abroad, as well. She provided 
emergency medical care to Syrian refugees 
fleeing to Greece and joined Team Rubicon, 
a national organization providing disaster 
response around the globe. 

Locally, Schoen is also a director for 
the Donald E. Reutershan Trust, which 
provides nearly $100,000 in financial 
assistance annually to local schools for art 
programming to celebrate the legacy of a 
beloved local artist and educator. 

“We both feel strongly about the future 
of this community,” Schoen says. Affordable 
housing is at the forefront of her mind. She 
has two daughters, Sara, 19, and Emily, 23, 
and she is left wondering if they will be able 
to come back to the South Fork to live. “I felt 
joining with Adam would give me a platform 
to work on that.” 

Miller, who sits on the East Hampton 
Town Housing Committee, says, “It’s nice to 
find someone that feels that same way.” 

For Schoen, finding a partner who enjoys 
running the business end of the legal practice 
was also a positive. She feels that Miller has 
a great business sense. He explains he comes 
from a family of business owners. From a 
young age, he had a first row seat — usually

on the counter by the cash register — as his 
grandparents and parents ran a women’s 
shoe store in New Jersey. He picked up on 
how to run a business, something that is not 
taught in law school. 

He also feels that having been a three- 
sport captain taught him how to be a leader, 
which has translated well into business. He 
has pride in being a business owner. 

“We employ eight local people, which to 
me is probably the most meaningful thing I 
do, he says. 

The Adam Miller Group also boasts two 
other associates, Brian Locascio and Haley 
Willis, both of whom have been practicing 
a combination of real estate and land use. 
Miller also says it was an important move to 
bring Schoen on to mentor them. 

“We taiked about that for a while,” 
Schoen adds. “Neither one of us want to 
leave this practice not having educated the 
next generation,” by passing along their 
institutional knowledge. Schoen points to the 
benefit of having worked with Rick Whalen 
in the East Hampton Town Attorney’s office, 
who was instrumental, she says, in making 
her the lawyer she is today. 

Schoen says she has a unique vantage 
point having worked on land-use deals from 
both inside and outside municipalities. “I 
know how to maneuver the cases so that 
we're not necessarily upsetting the apple 
cart within the municipality or vice versa 
with the client. It’s very difficult when you’ve 
worked in a municipality and you haven't 
been on the outside to understand how 
your decisions and your actions are actually 
affecting other people.” 

They will continue to look for ways to be 
a resource for the real estate community.

elly Franké specializes 
in portraits, but her 
portraits are a little 


what you might be 
accustomed to seeing. 
They are portraits of 


places, not people. 

Franké draws houses and_ other 
buildings, from landmarks like lighthouses 
and windmills to businesses, capturing the 
artistry inherent in their architecture. 

“I have two sides to my business. The first 
side is large-scale fine art that I sell mostly 


through galleries,” she said. “The second 
half is commissioned artwork. These are 
primarily home portraits for clients and 
realtors.” 

Franké does charcoal drawings typically 
on birch wood, using different grains to 
create backgrounds. 

For commissioned work, she offers three 
media to choose from: charcoal drawings 
on birch, graphite drawings on paper and 
watercolors. 

“When you're a young artist, one of 
the mediums they give you to learn is 
charcoal,” she said. “It’s a really good way 
to get students to loosen up and look at 
composition. People tend not to stick with 
charcoal, because it’s a tricky medium.” 

The daughter of a professigam 
illustrator, Franké says she grew up in her 
father’s studio, “mimicking him.” She got 
a bachelor of fine arts at Alfred University 
and a master of fine arts degree from 
Indiana University. 

Franké discovered charcoal drawing on 
wood by mistake. 

“I was outside drawing all the time,” she 
said. “I'd take a drawing board and clip the 
paper to the wood. One day the wind wasn’t 
cooperating. I crumpled up the paper and 
ended up drawing directly on the wood 
board.” 

She liked what she saw and started 
drawing on wood, picking out wood grains 
which she worked into her compositions. 

“When drawing on wood, the first thing 
I do is study its grain,” she says on her 
website. “Each piece tells a story, defines a 
mood.” 

Although her work often includes 
landscape, she doesn’t usually draw only 
nature. “I never just do trees and water,” 
Franké added. “There’s always going to be 
an architectural element. It may be bridges 
or a boatyard. That kind of thing.” 

She specializes in architecture, 
capturing the patterns and personality of 
places. Some of her work is visible on her 
website at kellyfranke.com. 

“I’m attracted to anything with linear, 
architectural elements,” she said. “My 
clients are typically homeowners, people 
gifting to homeowners, or realtors who 
want great closing gifts.” 

In most cases, she works from photos 
provided to her, although she said she can 
take photographs herself. 

“Every building has unique architectural 
elements,” Franké added “I like to find 
personality ina building’s shingles, roofing, 
and unique details. The surrounding foliage 
also has a lot of character.”

Drawings range from six inches by nine 
inches to 48 by 48, but she can go bigger. 
“The sky’s the limit,” she said. “I would go 
bigger than that.” 

Franké began her studio practice on the 
North Fork, and has since expanded her 
business to the South Fork and across the 
island. 

"ve been branching out: I’ve been 
getting more business up-island,” she said. 

She has had clients in Huntington, 
Babylon, Garden City, Astoria, Sag Harbor,

East Hampton and Montauk. 

She has done drawings of businesses, 
such as Sage and Madison in Sag Harbor, 
which they commissioned for branding 
purposes. She also has drawn Lucharitos 
in Greenport, Pasta Pasta in Port Jefferson 
and Strong’s Marine in Mattituck. 

“Business portraits and home portraits 
are one in the same,” she said. “It’s my job 
to capture the building’s essence, and I’m 
aware of its sentimental value regardless of 
whether it’s a home or a business.”

Having Each Other’s Back 

Corcoran’s Robert Murray and_ his 
daughter Amanda Murray have been 
working together for six years, with 
Meredith Murray, Robert’s wife and 
Amanda’s mother, making their team 
a trio.

Asked about challenges they’ve had to 
overcome, Bob says the first challenge “was 
having Amanda call me, ‘Bob,’ instead of 
‘Dad’ in front of customers.”

Peter J. Moore Jr. got his first introduction 
to the business when he worked with his 
father, Peter J. Moore Sr., one summer 
during college. He spent a lot of time making 
calls — prospecting — vacant land owners 
in Montauk to see if they wanted an analysis 
of their property. 

“Pete’s first success,” his father notes, was 
when he spoke to Charles Entenmann, who 
turned his family’s New York bakery into a 
national brand. While Entenmann wasn’t 
interested in selling, it turned out that his 
son was. “He so enjoyed his conversation 
with Pete that he called him back the next 
day,” the elder Moore recalls. They ended 
up selling the son’s more than $10 million 
home for what was, at that time, the highest 
price of any house sold in Springs, he says. 

Despite this early success, the younger 
Moore took a different path. He went 
into private equities, working for a firm 
in Boston for several years after college. 
Then, he started a brick-and-mortar retail 
clothing business called Mainstay, which 
he still owns today (stores are located in 
Montauk, Amagansett and Greenport). He 
got back into the real estate business before 
the COVID-19 pandemic. 

The elder Moore went into real estate 
professionally later in his own life, though 
his father was a realtor in Port Washington. 
He worked on Wall Street for 20-plus years; 
his last position was with Ernst & Young’s 
wealth counseling division. He and his wife 
built a house in Montauk and he went into 
real estate 19 years ago. 

It seems both of his sons have followed in 
his footsteps. His other son, Robert Moore, 
works for a commercial real estate firm in 
Brooklyn. 

Though Pete Sr. and Jr. technically work 
separately at Corcoran, they consult with 
each other a lot and are back-and-forth 
on the phone daily about business. The 
elder Moore lives in Montauk and his son’s 
primary residence is in Connecticut, though 
he is on the East End all the time — in fact, 
he was recognized for having Corcoran’s 
top commercial deal in 2021.

reasons it works,” his son adds. “Of course, 
we genuinely care about each other and 
want the other to succeed.

How do they handle the name situation, 
especially since they share a first name? 
“He’s Pete and I’m Peter,” the older Moore 
says. 

Asked about challenges, Pete Jr. says he 
has a hard time thinking of any. “I have a 
direct line to a broker who I consider one of 
the best in the business who I can ask any 
question, share any idea, and who is always 
willing to help, offer guidance and share his 
deep experience. That’s a rare opportunity 
from which I’ve benefited greatly, and I’m 
thankful for it.” 

One drawback Peter Sr. has realized 
is that there are times when his wife asks 
about something happening with their son’s 
children and he doesn’t have an answer. 
“She said, ‘Did you speak to him today?’ I 
spoke to him four times! We seem maybe to 
not talk about family as much as we should.” 

“We do spend time on things that aren’t 
related to real estate, but I suppose we 
do continue to talk about the deals we’re 
working on. I also just think it’s a function 
of us really enjoying the business for the 
most part. I certainly don’t mind talking 
about those things. I quite enjoy it.”

Courtney Piliero joined her father, 
Allen Piliero, at Douglas Elliman in 2018. 
“I came from a background in finance 
and had previously worked in Manhattan 
for a hedge fund as a bank debt analyst 
since I graduated college. The fast-paced 
atmosphere and ever-present pressure of 
that industry really helped prepare me for 
a career in real estate,” she says. 

Her father, who has 40 years of selling 
experience in Westhampton Beach, has 
been in the real estate business essentially 
his whole life.

But first, 
check out this week’s East End 
foodie news bites. 

Sag Harbor is an old whal- 
ing town (mentioned in 
Moby Dick) that oozes in 
charm and is home to several 
great restaurants. Lil’ Birdie 
opened on Division Street last 
fall, and it’s the chicken joint to end 
all chicken joints. You can order your 
bird however.you like it: fried, grilled, 
rotisserie, whole and in sandwiches. 
One sandwich with some heat to it is 
The Gaijin, consisting of house kim- 
chi and samurai sauce. Lil’ Birdie also 
serves wonderful sides, such as Man- 
churian cauliflower, potato salad, and 
cabbage slaw with jalapeno. 

Biting into Il Capuccino famous 
garlic knots is reason enough to dine 
at the cozy Italian restaurant, just off 
Main Street. I] Cap has been a Sag sta- 
ple since opening in 1972, and serves 
its delicious, homey cuisine seven 
nights a week at 5 p.m. (5:30 p.m. on 
Sunday). 

There’s not a better smelling restau- 
rant than Lulu Kitchen & Bar; the 
scent of wood-smoke from the restau- 
rant’s wood-burning oven emanates 
throughout the restaurant.

TV host Lau- 
ren Thompson hosted, Alex Baldwin, 
the first female in history to lead one 
of the PGA Tour’s six global Tours as 
president, and several other women 
participated. Mexican boxer Canelo Al- 
varez, winner of multiple world cham- 
pionships in four weight classes, spoke 
to minority children on the range and 
signed autographs for hours. Alvarez 
caught the golf bug only three years ago 
and plays every day that ends in “y.” 
Last year, former MLB pitcher David 


Wells was one shot behind, heading 
into his final hole and he aced it, a par 
3, to win his division and a new car for 
the hole-in-one! Michael McGovern, 
Tournament Director of the BMW 
Charity Pro Am, mentioned that the 
competitive edge with sports stars, is 
not lost as they get older. “You look at 
David Wells and how he handled pres- 
sure when he was on the mound for 
the Yankees, complete pressure player 
and when pressure is on the line on the 
links, he can still do it, at his age today.

so is a 55-year-old," single, 
never-married patient of mine. I 
have been treating her for the past 
five years and frequently see her 
2-3 times a week. She is the art di- 
rector of a prestigious New York City 
gallery and an accomplished 
artist, as well. 

She grew up in a very 
abusive Jewish upper 
middle class family in 
Riverdale, where she 
was both verbally, emo- 
tionally and physically 
abused by both parents 
on an almost daily basis. It 
was not unusual for her father (now 
deceased), to throw her down the 
stairs while her mother would stand 
by, encouraging him to hit her hard- 
er. The family secret was well kept. 
No one knew what was really going 
on behind closed doors. Susan has 
a younger brother, who witnessed 
these devastating events over the 
years. He would hide in his room 
and blast his stereo as a means of 
trying to escape the family drama. 
Interestingly, even as an adult, he 
has never come to his sister’s de- 
fense and, in fact, has invalidated 
all of her allegations of abuse, as has 
her mother. 

Despite her desperate situation, 
Susan was an excellent student and 
was able to earn.a scholarship to 
college. She did suffer from severe 
suicidal depression and anxiety and 
took comfort in consuming quarts 
of chocolate ice cream on a regular 
basis. Her social life was virtually 
non-existent. Her one childhood 
girlfriend was Penny, a child model, 
who her parents adored. They would 
remind Susan continually that they 
wished she was just like her friend 
— pretty, popular and smart. How 
Susan was able to endure an entire 
childhood of abuse without any 
support from family or friends still 
amazes me to this day. 

Susan first saw a therapist when 
she was in her early teens because 
of “severe stomach aches.” However, 


the abuse’ was never disclosed in 
therapy. It wasn’t until she was in 
early 20s that she was able to finally 
open up toa therapist and begin 
to deal with her trauma. Through 
the years, Susan has been given a 
variety of diagnoses that included: 
clinical depression, anxiety, bipolar 
disorder, eating disorder, personal- 
ity disorder — the list goes 
on and on. She has been 
prescribed a multitude 
of antidepressant and 
anti-anxiety medica- 
tions over the years — 
none of which helped. 
When I began to see 
Susan, it was clear that 
everyone in her life — in- 
cluding boyfriends, colleagues and 


girlfriends — all abused her in one 
form or another. Her entire social 


and professional network consisted 
of toxic people who treated her not 
unlike her abusive family. Susan was 
living her life as if she was still the 
little girl who was being abused by 
her parents. This was not her fault. 
She unconsciously was repeating her 
history. Abuse and abusive relation- 
ships were familiar. It was all that 
she knew. 

One of my therapeutic goals was 
to help Susan realize that the reason 
she continued to feel so helpless, 
powerless, depressed, anxious and, 
at times, suicidal (like she did when 
she was a child) was because of the 
poisonous people (like her parents) 
that she continued to collect and 
keep in her life. I felt that if I could 
help her change this pattern, she 
would have a chance to live a satis- 
fying, even joyful life. Zero toxic- 
ity was the goal. There were times 
when Susan wanted to terminate 
her therapy with me. Having a lov- 
ing, empathetic and caring therapist 
did not feel right. This isn’t unusual. 
When abuse is what people are used 
to, support and unconditional love 
feels confusing and wrong. 

Susan was probably at the lowest 


- point in her life last winter. She had 


just broken up with an abusive boy- 
friend and frequently talked about 
suicide. In consultation with her 


' psychiatrist, family practitioner, as 


well as another therapist who she 
had been working with for over 25 
years, it seemed as if hospitalization 
was imminent. Reluctantly, I too felt 


. that working with her on an out-pa- 


tient basis at that time was not going 
to be sufficient. Susan had recently 
begun taking yet another antide- 
pressant which did not help her — 
as was the case with the numerous 
ones she had taken in the past. She 
took a leave of absence from her job 
and we talked about the necessity of 
her going on disability. Her family 
doctor wrote a lengthy letter to dis- 
ability stating that he believed that 
Susan would never be able to work 
again. 


AND JUST LIKE THAT ... 

Susan and I did some research and 
discovered a community in Southern 
Florida that had received rave re- 
views from residents and the media. 
It sounded like a resort for adults 50 
and over. There were clubs, church- 
es, synagogues and sports of every 
kind. People could dance every day 
and night and connect. It sounded 
like paradise. I somehow convinced 
Susan to to visit this Disneyland for 
adults. She reluctantly agreed. A few 
days after she left, she called me and 
asked me whether I thought that she 
should buy a house in the communi- 
ty. The idea sounded preposterous. 
Or was it? 

- It’s been six months since Susan 
moved from her Upper East Side 
apartment to Florida. She bought 
a house and has made friends. For 
the first time in her life she has met 
people who really care about her 
wellbeing. She goes to the gym ev- 
ery day, attends a variety of classes, 
has taken up gardening and is slowly 


starting to feel a sense of calm. She 
no longer has any toxic people in her 


life. Her depression is slowly lifting. 


She is not taking any medication and 
clearly does not need to be hospital- 
ized. Although she is still on disabil- 
ity, I feel that if she continues to live 
her life in ways that are in her best 


interest as she has been doing, that. 
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she will be able to work again within © 


the near future. 

So what is the moral of this story? 
Yes, some people do need medica- 
tion and hospitalization. And yet 
what I have found over the past 35 
years is that when people feel a part 
of a close-knit community, where 
human connection and purpose is 
valued, nurtured and encouraged, 
that this kind of an environment can 
have unbelievable healing powers in 
ways that are unimaginable.

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Duo to Replace Retiring Long Island Museum Director

Gee staff members of Stony Brook’s 
Long Island Museum are set to be 
promoted to the position of executive 
director and split duties this fall. This 
shift in personnel comes following last 
month’s announcement that current 
Director Neil Watson will be retiring in 
October. ' 

By the time he makes his exit, Wat- 
son will have spent more than nine 
years in the position and has made a 
lasting impact on both the museum 
and community at large through mul- 
tiple changes and initiatives. Alongside 
his announcement, the LIM’s Board of 
Trustees also announced that he’ll be 
succeeded by Deputy Directors Joshua 
Ruff and Sarah Abruzzi. 

“We're so thankful and so happy with 
what Neil has achieved, he’s done so 
much during his time here,” says Ruff. 
“But with that being said, Sarah and I 
have learned so much from him and 
were ready to move forward into the 
future with what we're planning.” 

Watson's tenure with the LIM began 
in November 2013 after serving as the

executive director of the Katonah Mu- 
seum of Art in Westchester County for 
nearly eight years. Since then, the LIM 
has reopened the History Museum, 
created new programs and member- 
ships revolving around music and 
art, and increased both its operating 
budget and the museum’s endowment 
funds significantly. 

One such program that was spear- 
headed by Watson is known as LIMarts, 
a collaborative arts group designed to 
create a new forum for local artists. 
This membership offered space for 
exhibitions, events, lectures and other 
opportunities for more than 100 mem- 
bers. Their most recent exhibit, titled 
Fragile, concluded in December. 

“When I got there in 2013, I was real- 
ly trying to open the program up to the 
public as much as we could,” says Wat- 
son. “I wanted people to come in and 
experience the museum in ways that 
might not have been possible before.” 

Going forward, Watson has full faith 
in Ruffs and Abruzzi's ability to lead the 
charge. Ruffhas held many titles during 
his 25 years with the museum, which 
includes his current three-year stint as

Deputy Director. Abruzzi has been with 
the LIM for the last five years and had 
also served as the capital campaign co- 
ordinator from 2008 until 2009. Both 
have shown extensive dedication to the 
museum and look to continue Watson’s 
legacy. 

“Josh and I are honored to bea special 
part of Neil's legacy and look forward 
to continuing his tradition of honest, 


inclusive and transparent leadership in 
service of the Museum, our colleagues, 
and the community we all care so deep- 
ly about,” said Abruzzi in a press release 
last month. 

When Watson officially passes the 
torch in October, Ruff will become re- 
sponsible for collections and program- 
ming, while Abruzzi will be in charge of 
operations.

HARDWOOD FLOORING CAN BE INSTALLED BY SKILLED DIYERS. IN SUCH INSTANCES, HOMEOWNERS MAY WANT TO KEEP THESE DOS AND DON’TS IN MIND. 


aw-dropping features can sell a 

home in a heartbeat. A penthouse 
apartment with floor-to-ceiling 
windows and a panoramic view of a 
city skyline likely won’t prove a hard 
sell, nor will a home with an infinity 
pool overlooking a landscape of roll- 
ing hills. 

As awe-inspiring as such features 
can be, some more subtle compo- 
nents, such as authentic hardwood 
floors, also can do much to make a 
home more appealing to prospec- 
tive buyers. Hardwood flooring is a 
sought-after commodity. Data from 
the National Association of Realtors 
indicates that 54% of home buyers 
are willing to pay more for hard- 
wood floors. In fact, NAR figures 
indicate that 28% of buyers between 
the ages of 35 and 54 consider hard- 
wood floors “very important” when 
looking for a home. 

Homeowners who are consider- 
ing selling their homes, or those 
who simply want to upgrade their 
existing flooring, may want to con- 
sider installing hardwood flooring. 
Though it’s a project best left to 


professionals, hardwood flooring 
can be installed by skilled DIYers. 
In such instances, homeowners may 
want to keep these dos and don’ts in 
mind. 

DO hire a professional if you. ha 
limited or no DIY flooring experi- 
ence. Hardwood flooring instal- 
lation is not generally a project for 
novice DIYers. Hardwood flooring 
projects may present some common 
challenges, but no two homes are the 
same. So unless they have prior ex- 
perience installing floors in multiple 
rooms or homes, homeowners may 
save themselves time, trouble and a 
significant amount of money hiring 
a professional to do the job. 

- DON’T ignore the subfloor. New 
hardwoods won’t erase the problem 
of subfloors in poor condition. Ac- 
cording to the home renovation ex- 
perts at bobvila.com, squeaky floors 
could be an indication that the sub- 
floor has begun to warp or twist. 
Sinking floors are another indicator 
of deteriorating subfloors. Subfloors 
should be somewhat level before 
new hardwoods are installed, so 


And Don'ts 


DIYers should inspect and address 


subfloor issues before installing new 


flooring. 

DO expose wood flooring to the 
elements in your home prior to in- 
stallation. The home improvement 
resource BuildDirect recommends 
acclimating hardwoods to the space 
where they will be installed. Skip- 
ping this important step could result 
in gaps during the winter and cup- 
ping over the summer. To acclimate 
hardwoods, open the boxes and 
spread them out for about a week 
while running the air conditioner or 
heater at normal levels. When stor- 
ing hardwoods prior to installation, 
avoid keeping them in potentially 
moist areas like a basement. 

DON’T skimp on tools. A DIY 
hardwood flooring 
might be less expensive than hir- 


ing a professional, but homeown-’ 


ers should resist any temptation to 
increase those savings further by 
purchasing less costly tools or fewer 
tools than is necessary to complete 
the job. BuildDirect notes that DI- 
Yers will need at least a miter saw,

finish nailer, compressor, jamb saw, 


chalk line, nail set and tape mea- 


‘surer when installing hardwood 


floors. Purchase all necessary tools 
and read product reviews to ensure 
each tool is up to the task.

homeowners can install such floor-

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Alba Wheels Up International 
Founder Salvatore Stile: 


A Force Against. 
Supply Chain Issues

Ihroughout this pandemic, there 

have been countless headlines 
about supply shortages, and it is in- 
ternational shipping and logistics ex- 
perts like Salvatore J. Stile who make 
sure his clients don’t become the next 
one. 

Salvatore J. Stile is a Long Island 
native who operates his business here, 
too. His reach and influence, though, 
is felt far beyond this 118-mile island. 
From his second floor office in Valley 
Stream, it is the decisions that Stile 
makes that ensure that major brands 
are on the shelves and available for 
the American consumer. 

Starting his business some three 
decades ago, Stile quickly rose to 
become an international shipping 
tycoon. Founding his company, Alba 
Wheels Up International, his ap- 
proach became sought after by some 
of the world’s most respected brands. 
His international client portfolio now 
includes iconic handbag makers, fine 
Italian chocolatiers, notable food sup- 
pliers and even the couture clothiers 
that dress the Hamptons. 

“When I see one of our clients on 
display on a shelf or stand in a store, 
it only emboldens my sense of pur- 
pose, knowing that myself and my 
team played a role in getting it there,” 
he says. “Our clients are well known, 
and what they make is the lifeblood of 
their business, so knowing that they 
trusted us to get it there is humbling 
— but also, fuels my desire to do it the 
best, most effective way possible.” 

In many ways, it is Stile who is 
the lynchpin between the factories 
and the retailers, and ensures that 
a brand’s newest and best products 
interact with the American consum- 
er. While many people who found a 
$500 million per year business may 
not be involved in the nitty-gritty of 
the daily operations, it is Stile’s per- 
sonal touch, he says, that helps his 
company succeed in a market that is 
ultra competitive. 


“I coined the phrase ‘title entitle- 
ment’ some years ago, to describe 
business executives who find some 
tasks to be too trivial,” he says. 
“Sometimes, I feel the need to get 
down into the trenches and handle 
something personally. There is noth- 
ing that I will not help a client over- 
come, personally. Leadership needs 
to come from the top, and I am the 
type of person who believes that the 
personal touch is what sets us apart.” 

His shipping and logistics com- 


pany’s influence can be felt in Eu- 
rope and Asia, and at all the major 


ports their products come through. 
Throughout the pandemic, he was 
viewed as a trusted source for major 
news publications, as someone who 
told it straight about the real issues 
facing the supply chain. 

“To say that effective and timely 
shipping is critical is understating 
it,” he says. “What I mean is, a major 
delivery of winter jackets does not 
make much use in June — unless the 
shoppers are all planning trips to the 
North Pole. 

“The expression ‘time is money’ is 
never more true than in the shipping 
and logistics business,” he adds. “De- 
lays in shipping could cripple a busi- 
ness and erode a time-tested reputa- 
tion, and that is one of the many things 
that my company works to prevent.” 

As the supply chain issues grew, so 
did Stile’s media footprint. He was 
often sourced as a guest on leading 
business programs like Mornings 
with Maria, and The Evening Edit on 
FOX Business. His insight and analy- 
sis have been sourced by The Wall 
Street Journal and the New York 
Post, discussing much of what is most 
important to Americans and their 
wallets today. 

Stile is also a renowned philanthro- 
pist, who dedicates tremendous time 
and resources to assisting those in 
most-need. He recently handed an un- 
solicited, $10,000 check to the leader 
of Long Island’s Ukrainian American 
Freedom Fund and Ukrainian Con-

gress Committee of America, to aid 
the humanitarian efforts in Ukraine. 

He also makes frequent returns to 
Bedford Stuyvesant in Brooklyn, the 
neighborhood where his father grew 
up, to help bring new opportunities to 
youth. He’s held Secret Santa events 
around Christmas time and funded a 
scholarship in his father’s name. He 
hosts a student-business roundtable 
where he provides constructive ad- 
vice to students seeking .a career in 
business, awarding them with any- 
where from $250 to $1,000 in cash 
prizes for their efforts. 

Stile recently funded a class trip for 
students at Stephen Decatur Middle 
School in Brooklyn. His financial sup- 
port helped send several students to 
Washington, D.C. and various other 
iconic landmarks in the region. With- 
out his generosity, only a portion 
of the class would have been able to 
participate in the trip to embrace our 
nation’s history. 

“By allowing people to have op- 
portunities and experiences, it gives 
them different perspectives on life” he 
says. “By helping a few, you are help- 
ing us all and providing hope. Hope is 
one of life’s greatest motivators, and 
it’s been instilled in me from my fa- 


ther to give back, be empathetic and 
do what you can to help others.” 

Inspired by his father’s generosity 
and giving mindset, Stile adds: “the 
greatest inheritance I have received is 
kindness and humility.” 

Stile, like many of us, spends time 
in both of Long Island’s counties. He 
calls Brookville home, but can be 
found in the summer months on the 
East End, vacationing in Southamp- 
ton Village. 

He enjoys the Hamptons for many 
reasons, and when asked, describes it 
as “tranquility with spark.” 

“In the Hamptons, you can go from 
beach shorts to black tie in a couple 
of hours, which keeps life relaxing yet 


stimulating,” Stile says. 


When asked about the restaurants 


that he frequents, Stile refers to him- - 


self as an “equal opportunity diner,” 


saying that he visits various estab-° 


lishments in each of the East End’s 
quaint villages and waterfronts while 
spending time on the South Fork. The 
East End, to him, is a getaway where 
all aspects of life are enjoyable. _
